SLREETS.AND AVENUES. 


Main street, running from the Ar- 
kaasas river south, divides the city 
east and west. Markham street, ran- 
ning parallel with the river, divides 
the city north and south. 

By virtue of Ordinance No. 10, 
passed by the City Council Nov. 5, 
1879, the houses and lots have been 
numbered in the most thorough man- 
ner, upon the clecimal system—allow- 
ing 100 numbers to a block. 

Theintersection of Main and Mark- 
ham i3 the point whence all numbers 
are taken. Streets rnnning east be- 
gin at Main with 100 on the northeast 
corner, and those running west begin 
with 100 on the northwest corner of 
Main. Streets running north begin 
at Markham with 100 on the north- 
west corner, and going south begin 
with 100 on the southwest corner. 
Taking either direction, the next 
street from Main or Markham starta 
with 200, the third with 300, and soon. 
The even numbers are thus placed 
on the north side of ail streets run- 
ning east and west, and on the west 
side of those running nocth and south. 

In designating the streets running 
north and south, where they run 
north of Markham “n’’ is used before 


the name of the street, but as most of

the city lies south of Markham street 
“n” appears very seldom, 

Begining with Second street next 
south of Markham, streets are known 
by numbers consecutively to Twenty- 
Second.
